A YEAR ago this week, our boys, arm in

They gave the world and all our 
Far Eastern allies a glimpse of the fighting 
qualities of American soldiers. 

In that year, the naval and air battles at 
Midway, in the Coral Sea, in the Bismarck 
Sea, the clearing ef Guadalcanal, the cap- 
ture of Buna in New Guinea have all served 
in some measure to avenge the fall of Bataan. 


It is these same qualities which live in’ 


our men new fighting in Tunisia and flying 
over the industrial centers of western Eu- 
rope, preparing for the second front. There 
are defeatist newspapers and defeatist Con- 
gressmen who urge at this last moment that 
the Casablanca strategy be changed. But 
the whole world realizes that once we and 
our allies smash into Germany, in coalition 
with the Red Army, Japan will be isolated, 
and the whole foundation of the Axis shaken. 

Even for China, so sorely pressed, and 
for Australia, the test of our alliance is the 
speed with which second front action begins 
in Europe. For although we must and are 
sending more materials to the Far East, and 
laying plans for battles there, from the 
Asiatic mainland, it is by isolating Japan 
through first defeating Hitler Germany that 
the Axis as a whole can be shattered. 


Over First Hurdle 


T= was much and justified rejoicing 

yesterday among all democratic-minded 
folks throughout, the nation. The night be- 
fore, 218 signatures had finally been obtained 
in the House of Representatives on the peti- 
tion to bring the Marcantonio anti-poll tax 
bill out of committee. That is the amount 
required to put the measure on the floor 
of the House for a vote. 

The first barrier has thus been hurdled 
in the renewed race to attain democracy in 
the South, to put the whole country in full 
step with the anti-Hitler war. Success for 
the petition is directly due to the coalition 
which was established behind the bill among 
outstanding Democrats, Republicans and the 
American Labor Party representative. 

The National Committee to Abolish the 
Poll Tax is to be congratulated for its per- 
sistent and loyal work in pressing the bill. 
Labor has been aiding the committee’s work, 
and this help from labor has been responsible 
in no small measure for the 218 names on 
the House petition. ö 

We are all required now to roll up our 
sleeves still further on behalf of the Marc- 
antonio bill, known officially as H.R. 7. Mon- 
day, May 24, is the date set for the vote 
on the proposal. 

The Representatives can be told plainly 
that no evasion will be permitted. They will 
be expected to be present at balloting time,

enough to affect the Senate may be rolled up, 
and they will be expected to vote “Yes”

For Marx's world-view and 
understanding of social forces and relationships en- 
abled him to see in the victory of the North both 
“the rescue of an enchained race and the reconstruc- 
tion of a social world.” 

Tt was in those fateful years that Marx became 
one of the most influential contributors to the New 
York Tribune, This leading progressive newspaper of 
its day, headed by men like Horace Greeley and 
Charles Dana, was a consistent champion of the anti- 
slavery cause. Through the Tribune, Marx brought 
to the American people his own keen grasp of world 
events as they unfolded in Spain, France, Germany, 
Russia, the Near East, his articles and contributions 
imparting to the Tribune—in contrast to other narrow 
and provincial newspapers of the day—a breadth and 
internationalism that helped Americans to understand 
the happenings throughout the world as well as their 
own country 

It is significant that Dana, the outstanding hour 
nalist of his time, sought out Marx while on a yisit to 
Europe in the revolutionary year of 1848, and later 
urged him to become the European correspondent of 
his newspaper. For Dana had known a good deal of 
Marx's work as an editor and political and 
evidenced a profound respect for his great

William H. Sylvis, the demand for the 8-hour day 
became “the first and great desideratum” of American 
labor, as stated in the resolution of the National Labor 
Union, adopted at the Baltimore Convention in Au- 


gust, 1866. 
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
